In winning, the Gaels displayed 
a fine balance ot offensive power 
and great defensive strength. Un- 
doubtedly, Queen's magnificent de- 
fensive performance was one of 
tlie major factors in the contest, 
bringing back memories of last 
year's championship gainer v when 
the Red and White defcnsive'corps 
completely stymied the Tricolor's 
offense. 

The victory climaxed one of the 
most successful seasons ever for 
the Quccn'smen. Frank Tyndall's 
boys roared through the year com- 
piling a great record of six vic- 
tories and only one defeat. No 
doubt the championship tasted ex- 
tra sweet to the Gaels for several 
reasons. 

REASONS 

First, it's always good to be a 
winner; but over and above all this 
it was the Redmen, who only last 
week marred the unblemished rec- 
ord of an otherwise perfect season. 

Second, it was the Redmen who 
came from behind last year to pull 
the grid iron rug from beneath the 
feet of the Gaels and cap the 
championship.. 

Third, feeling runs high 'on the 
Kingston campus among the stu- 
dents and the players, concerning

S. J. Frankel, Associate Professor 
of E'oonomics and Political Science 
at McGill, will act as Chairman 
•for the First Pieimry Session 
Address by Dr. Meyer. 
Professor Meyer has achieved 



international fame as an authority 
on Soviet Communism. He received 
his M.A. and Ph. D. degrees from 
Harvard University in 1940 and 
1950 respectively. 

Before coming to Michigan State 
University, he taught at Harvard, 
University of Washington and Hun. 
ter College. His position at these 
universities.. included that of As- 
sistant Director at Harvard's Rus- 
sian Research Center, and Director 
of the Research Center on the 
History of .the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union at Columbia. 

AUTHOR 

A. prolific writer, Professor Mey- 
er has authored: "The Incompa- 
tible Allies (with Gustav Hilger); 
"Lcninsm"; a paper back volume 
called "Communism"; and the book 
for which he is best linown, "Marx- 
ism — The Unity of Theory and 
Practice." At the present time, 
the academic world is awaiting 
his newest book which will be on 
the Soviet political system. 

In addition to Dr. Meyer's Ad- 
dress, the delegates will. hear three 
other Keynote Speakers, as well 
as participate in two days of round' 
table seminar sessions,, to which 
most of the discussion and debate 
will be orientated. 

On Tuesday night. Professor Wil- 
liam Y. Elliott of Harvard Univer- 
sity will deliver the second key- 
note Address on the topic : "Com- 
munism : The Nature of the Chal- 
lenge". 

At 4 pm on Wednesday, Ilis Ex- 
cellency Amasap A. Aroutunian, 
Soviet Ambassador to Canada will 
deliver ..an address on the topic : 
"PeacefulkCoMdstencaxAinong Sta- 



tes"; and on Wednesday evening, 
Mr. Harry Schwartz, specialist on 
Soviet Affairs for the New York 
Tildes will deliver the closing ad- 
dress on the topic, "The West : 
How Shall We Respond?" 

All four keynote speeches are 
open to the public and will be' 
held in Rcdpath Hall. 

SOVIET DELEGATES 

When questioned as to whether 
the Soviet delegates from the Uni- 
versity of Moscow would be ap 
riving, a spokesman for -the Con- 
ference, Committee said : "We re- 
ceived a letter from the Soviet 
Embassy in Ottawa to the effect 
that the Soviet delegates, Messrs. 



Parkin and Churbaryan, were ready 
to depart from Russia on Nov. 
17 providing they were issued ap- 
propriate visas. 

"Upon checking with the De- 
partment of Immigration in Ottawa, 
we were informed that visas had 
been issued and notice to this ef- 
fect had been cabled to the Cana- 
dian Embassy in Moscow by Nov- 
ember 17. 

One question, at this point, 
docs not seem to be whether the 
Soviet students will be granted 
visas to attend thé Conference; 
rather, it is a question of whether, 
having been granted visas, they 
want to come."

the few Americans on the McGill 
squad. Overt evidence of this latter 
point was the singing ot "The Star 
Spangled 'Banner" by the Queen's 
students before the game, and a 
"slanted" sports column in the 
Queen's Journal a week ago. 

For these reasons, and perhaps 
more, the victory on Saturday was 
sweet. But the Gaels deserved this 
win; they were easily the better 
team on Saturday and surely the 
more consistent, in a positive 
sense, of these two clubs all sea- 
sons. The Gaels were rough and 
ready; they had the desire to win 
and they were determined to leave 
nothing to chance. They made 
their own breaks and the very least 
tliat can be said is that they earn- 
ed their victory. 

FIRST QUARTER 
For the major part of the first 
quarter, Queen's kept McGill bot- 
tled up in their own half of the 
field; indeed, with the exception 
of the very beginning of the quart- 
er, the Redmën could scarcely pen- 
etrate further than their own 25 
yard line for the first fifteen mln< 
utes. 

Linebacker Steve Longstaff re- 
covered a Queen's fumble on the 
McGill 22 but on the next play 
from./scrimmage, ; Erie': Walter 
fifmblècl the pigskin and thé Gaels 
took over on the Red and White's 
13 yard line. 

Connor scampered 13 yards for 
the touchdown without a hand 
being laid on him. The convert at- 
tempt by Gary Slrickler was suc- 
cessful and Queen's took a 7-0 lead 
with about twelve minutes expired 
in the game. 

A series of six plays from scrim- 
mage early in the second quarter 
brought the Redmen from their 
own 20 to the Queen's 14. During

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Maior World Problem 
Is Growth — Copland

The major problem facing the modern Western world is growth, said Sir Douglas Copland, 
President of the Australian Administrative Staff College last Thursday in the first of three Beatty 
Memorial Lectures which he is giving here. 



He attributed this problem to 
what he calls "death control", 
which he explained as "more peo- 
ple who are born will live — and 
they will live longer." 

Under thergcneral topic "The 
Changing Structure of the Western 
Economy" his first address con- 
cerned the mixed economy of the 
West |and (its {development. 
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Maintaining that growth is the 
"theme song" of every country to- 
day,- Sir Douglas went on to show 
that the world's present popula- 
tion of 3,000 million will double in 
40 years, and bo wondered if we 
arc ready to accept the challenge. 
~ PUBLIC ENTERPRISE 

To solve this approaching prob- 
lem, Sir Douglas contended that 
public enterprise was the answer. 
"More public enterprise is not be- 
ing socialistic, it is being intelli- 
gent." 

He chidcd those who belie\'e 
that private enterprise has made 
the greatest contribution to the 
growth of the Western world by 

calling their belief a "linccring 

nostalgia". He staled that unless

we adjust to the problems that 
face us, we arc wasting valuable 
resources. - 

Feeling that security was not 
the chief aim of life, Sir Douglas 
mentioned a number of solutions 
that would help remedy the ap- 
proaching problems of the West. 
Copland first suggested that each 
country have a "plan" which would 
present methods of putting na- 
tional resources to the best pos- 
sible use. 

POST A BOND 

So that citizens would feel that 
they had a part in the government 
of their country, Copland suggest- 
ed that a bond be posted to coim- 
terbalance the increased taxes re; 
suiting from more public invest- 
ment. This bond would be nego- 
tiable only upon the death of the 
holder. 

He also stated that a Fourth Es- 
tate be formed consisting of a 
count^s elder statesmen from ail 
fields. These would review na- 
tional problems and present sug- 
gestions to the government. In 
closing, Sir Douglas apologized for 
the fact that, if this idea were ac- 
cepted, the Press would be rele- 
gated to a Fifth Estate.

the sequence, full-back Milligan 
carried the ball four times while 
Don Taylor and Willie Lambert 
successfully coiàpleted Skypeck 
passes. 

SQUELCHED 

On the next play, however, oper- 
ating from the spread formation, 
Skypeck's pass was intercepted by 
Gary West on the 2 yard line, and 
the McGill threat was squelched. 

Late in the second quarter. Sky- 
peck combined with Bob Winsor 
and Walter, moved the ball from 
McGiU's 25 all the way to the Gaels 
25. At this point however, there 
were only 42 seconds left to play 
in the half; a completed pass to 
Winsor moved the ball the 17 but 
the next two pass attempts went 
uncompleted in the end zone and 
time ran out 

The Redmen opened up quickly 
in the third frame, moving the ball 
to the Gaels 43 yard line. But dis- 
aster struck again on the next play 
as the Redmen fumbled and once 
again the ever alert Gaels pounced 
on the ball on theUr own 44. 

The charging Queen's linemen 
set up the next scoring play of the 
game as they deflected and caught 
a Skypeck pass at the line of 
scrimmage on the McGill 42. In six 
plays, five along the ground and 
one incompleted pass. Queen's 
marched down to the Redmen 11. 
The Gaels ran out of steam mo- 
mentarily and had to settle for an 
18 yard field goal by Strickler, to 
give them a 100 edge.'^ 

CLOSING MINUTES 

In the closing minutes of the 
third quarter, Tom Revak recover- 
ed a fumble by the Gaels on 
Queen's 45 but McGill could ad- 
vance only as far as the 23 before 
giving up tlie ball on downs when 
Whitey Rcimer, substituting for 
Willie Lambert, was thrown for a 
loss on the third down. 

Norm Dunstan set up tlie Gaels 
eleventh point when he intercept- 
ed a Skypeck pass on the McGill 
27 and ran the ball to the 20. The 
Gaels stalled on the first two 
downs but Gary West booted a 
single to close out the scoring.

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Ban On Speeches 
By Communists 
Protested 

NEW YORK, N.Y. (CUP/UPS)— 
Students at New York's City Col- 
lege have expressed their disap- 
proval of the recent ban on Com- 
munist speakers by staging mas- 
sive demonstrations which includ- 
ed boycotting classes and picketing 
at three of the colleges. 

The protests followed a deci- 
sion by New York City University 
that it would be breaking the law, 
if it allowed known Communists 
to speak on the campus. 

According to the Hunter Attcw 
(a campus paper) picket lines 
at the two campuses of Hunter 
College, in the Bronx and in Man- 
hattan, and at City College in- 
cluded approximately 1,000 stud- 
ents. An estimated 1,200 students 
boycotted classes at Hunter's Bronx 
campus, and it was reported that 
sonic classes at the other two col- 
leges were dismissed because of 
the light attendance. 

JOIN IN CHORUS 

Faculty members and other non- 
students have joined in the chorus 
of protest against the banning. 
Communist Party secretary, Ben 
Davis, the first speaker banned 
under a temporary policy, which 
gave rise to the present per- 
manent ban, gave a speech which 
was recorded for. delivery at City 
College. In his speech, Davis warn- 
ed that if the ban remains "aca- 
demic freedom will go out the 
window." 

In a speech at Columbia Uni- 
versity, Davis also thanked the 
municipal colleges for "more pub- 
licity than all the gold in Moscow 
could have paid for." He also 
said that since the ban, the Com- 
munist Party telephones are ring 
ing constantly.?^" 
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Laval Conference Closes

The Laval Conference on Canadian Affairs closed in the provincial capita! Saturday, after 
four speech-filled days attended by the 65 delegates from universities In all ten provinces. 



After hearing Hon. Rene Le- 
vesque warn English Canadians 
that "You need ua more than we 
need' you" and that the federal 
government has been growing rich 
and fat during the past forty years 
at the expense of the provincial 
governments, the delegates listen- 
ed to the Premier Jean Lesage. 

The Premier declared that Con- 
federation has neither succeeded 
nor failed. This was so because the 
Provinces have never exercised the 
powers given to them under the 
BNA Act. 

OBLIGATIONS 

The Province of Quebec wUl use 
these powers to fuinil its obliga- 
tions to its citizens. During the war 
the provincial governments had 
ceded many powers to the federal 
govermènt' Iliese must be return- 



ed to tbehr proper place as there 
now exists a "provincial urgency" 
which must be satisfied. 

He warned that if Confederation 
continues in its present course it 
wiU certainly fail, because it will 
not yield tlie results it should and 
thereby lose its nison:.d'eire.'>;It 
will sucieeed if it-is re-<»rientatcd. 
SEPARATIST ' 

Marcel Chaput, leader of the 
separatist movement, "Rassemble- 
ment pour llndépendance Nationa- 
le" spoke opposite Prof. Michael 
Oliver of McCUl University. 

"French Canada is a nation and 
wants to be treated as such", he 
said. French Canada has been un- 
der English-Canadian servitude for 
200 years. She now wants to be 
master of her own destin y. This is 
her natural right." ^0fiM^

Drops CUP Membership

Today a huncJred delegates from universities all 
across Canada and the United States will gather 
together at McGill University for the Fifth Annual 
Conference on World Affairs. In the next three days, 
they will be addressed by four keynote speakers 
and will participate in two days of intensive seminar 
discussions. The theme of their discussion will be the 
conference topic : "Russian and the West : Challenge 
and Response." 

It is true that MCWA is no longer fettered with 
the glamour and applause that accompanied its ori- 
ginal inception five years ago; it is true that it is 
no longer greeted with the enthusiasm accorded to 
a novel and creative idea; but it is also true that it has 
lost none of its importance and vitality, and that its 
discussions this year will be as significant as all others 
held in its short history. 

The recent increase in international tensions, the 
tragic death of U.N. Secretary Dag Hammarskjold, 
and the emergence of new and turbulent states in 
Africa and Asia have all combined to create an uneasy 
and sensitive world atmosphere. It is on atmosphere 
that is better off not met with glamour and applause; 
that is not examined in a Conference coated with an 
aura of superficiality; but one that is approached 
seriously and analytically, and therefore perhaps, 
creatively. We cannot demand much more; we should 
not be satisfied with much less. 

The natural question, at this point, is this : What 
is the relation or significance of the McGill Confe- 
rence on World Affairs for the McGill Student body 
in general ? Its significance, in terms of its institu- 
tionalization at McGill and the prestige which it brings 
to the university is readily apparent; but its relation 
to the student body, though not so readily apparent, 
is perhaps more significant : for the Conference affords 
on opportunity for every student to gain an insight 
into problems which if he may not be destined to 
solve, he is nevertheless destined to be involved in. 
It is true that MÇWA is channelled toward the dele- 
gates in attendance from all over Canada and the 
United States; it is not true that this precludes the 
involvement of the student body in general. 

The statement of purpose by the Conference 
Committee attests this fact in the following words : 
We do not propose to find all the answers to all the 
questions; we will perhaps not even ask all the ques- 
tions that should be asked; but we do hope to emerge 
from this Conference with a greater understanding 
and awareness of the world situation in which we find 
ourselves today; and with the further hope that we 
shall have succeeded in edi/cating both the student 
body and general public in what is surely one of the 
most pressing questions of our time. 

Soviet Communism today commands one-third 
of the human race as its adherertts; it aims to con- 
vert the rest; and its rate of conversion has been 
greater than any other comparable political or ideo- 
logical force in history. The challenge of Communism 
cannot be understood without an understanding of 
the ideas and practices which are its motivatirig 
force; and the response cannot be understood without 
an examination of our capability to respond. 

It is this problem which this year MCWA's has 
chosen as the object of its concern; it will fail unless 
this concern is shared by the McGill student bod/.

Thus far the Redincn have been 
impressive as a team. Serious 
wcaicnesscs have been noticeable 
however, especially in their game 
against r the Loyola Warriors last 
week.'
